March Was Critieised. 

The march that followed formed the one ob- 
jection to the arrangementa made and Colum- 
bia Post got the worst of it all. To be sure it 
could not be foreseen that the day would be 
so hot, but hot or cold, it is contended the 
long march was unnecessary.. Far down the 
eastern section of the city Columbia Post 
tramped with its escort through 4a district 
where a murmer of applause could not be 
aroused, The sun was pouring down its 
fiercest heat. For three-quarters of an hour 
the tramp was kept up without the sign of 
another post to fall in. At one point the 
dust in the street was so heavy that Capt. 
Purinton permitted his command to break 
ranks and take to the side walks. 


Che other veterans were more fortunate

FOREST FIRE KAGING NEAR APPLETON. 


Farmers Working Desperately to Prevent 
Its Spreading from the Swamps. , 
Appleton, Wis., Sept. 11.—[Special. }—The 
forest fire in the big swamp in the Town of 
Center, three miles from here, is still burn- 
ing, and the danger of its spseading into the 
big timber of the main swamp is not yet 
passed. The working of all steam thrashers 
in the threatened district has stopped, and the 
thrashmg crews are helping the farmers fight 
the tire. ce 
It is hoped the fire, which is now princi- 
pally in the ground, can be checked at the 
old logging road, which has been piowed up 
and converted into a wide trench, the dirt 
being banked toward the fire, Tonight the 
fire hus not yet reached this barricude, and it 
is now probable that unless the wind rises 
and shifts to the north or east within twenty- 
four hours the fire will burn itself out in the 
area of 100 acres which it now occupies. 
Should the fire cross the logging road it 
will be resistiess and will burn over an area 
from six to eicht miles long and one to three 
miles wide, extending into the Towns of 
Greenville and Dale. Farmers of the threat- 
ened region are réinforced by volunteers 
from neighboring towns, and are fignting des- 
perately tonig ht, with good prospects of success 
unless wind rises. The crisis will be passed 
by noon tomorrow. The damage already 
done to farms, fences, and timber is small. 
Green Bay, Wis., Sept. 11.—The west shore 
of Green Bay for thirty miles is lined with 
flames, which are sweeping over the immense 
marshes that stretch from this city to Ocon- 
to. Reports from Casco Junction on 
the Kewaunee, Green Bay and West- 
ern road are to the effect that 
forest fires are burning on both sides of the 
track between that point and Clyde. 
fires cover a territory two miles wide, and are 
between two bridges, which are threatened. 
Marinette, Wis., Sept. 11.—Reports from 
the north say the pine region of the Michigan- 
nie and Paint Rivers are being swept by the 
flames.

Boston Journal: The familar little poem 
entitled Little Drops of Water, Little 
Grains of Sand,“ was written by Mrs. Julia 
Fletcher Carney, now residing in Holyoke, 
Mass. Though 72 years old Mrs, Carney is 
sprightly and full of vigor, and is the life 
and sunshine of the happy little household 
over which she presides. 

She was born in Lancaster April 6; 1823, 
and inherited patriotism of Maj. Timothy 


Jay, Me. Mrs. Carney says that she has 
no recollections of a time when she did not 
express her thoughts in verse. Her older 
brothers and sisters were wont to write 
oo her infantile rhymes and jingles many 
s before she learned to do if herself.

Fineree “ Potato Patch ” Idea Tested in Mas- 
| sach usetts. 
| Transcript: It is harvest time at 
the orton farm, the scene of the labors 
during the summer of the worthy unem- 
ployed who had assigned to them one-third 
acre lots for cultivation in Jamaica Plain. 
} The result as shown by the bountiful crops 
being garnered has fully met the expecta- 
tions of the promoters of the scheme and Mr. 
Feterson of the Industrial Aid Society, who 
has fostered the plan from the first, is espe- 
cially jubilant over the success of the first 
year’s trial, which was made in the face of 
numerous obstacles.There were only two of 
those ‘who started in who entirely relin- 
quished claim to their land, and those were 
men who — 4 1 steady work and had no 
time to tend the land themselves and no one 
else to do it for them. These men were paid 
for the work they had done and their plots 
were assigned to others. Potatoes are the 
main feature of the farm, the staple product, 
and their yield has been unusually good, 
above the average reported by farmers for 
the year, most men getting from forty to 
sixty bushels from their one-third acre. A 
goodly nucleus for family provisions may be 
saved from this for the winter and the bal- 
ance will net a neat sum of money if sold.

ROGERS THROWS OUT A _ HINT. 
Have 2 


Northwestern Students May Yet 
Regular Athletic Coach. 


There is a probability that students of 
Northwestern University will take the cue 
given them yesterday by President Rogers 
and appoint a committee tb confer with the 
trustees of the university to secure a perma- 
nent coach for their athletic teams. Since 
the reappointment of Prof. Miller as gym- 
nasium instructor for the ensuing year the 
murmurs of dissatisfaction among the stu- 
dents have been so general President Rogers 
has felt called upon to make an explanation. 
He told the students yesterday he had tried 
to make the trustees of the university see 
the necessity of a coach, but had been un- 
successful. He said if the students would 
appoint a committee to confer with the trus- 
tees to that end he would give them what 
assistance he could. 

In an interview President Rogers said he 
had used every exertion during the summer 
to get some man who could instruct beth in 
gymnasium work and in outtioor athletics, 
but though it was not difficult to find experts 
in either branch, he had fowhd it impossible 
to get anybody proficient M both. 

The opinion prevails at Evanston that 
when Prot. Rogers secured the services last 
year of Prof. Miller in the gymnasium he 
got a white elephant on his hands, At that 
time Dr. Rogers said he had secured Mr. 
Miller’s services becausé he thought he was 
able to train in football and baseball, but 
Mr. Miller claimed afterward he had told 
the President he knew nothing of them. It 
Was the current belief among the students 
at the time President Rogers had dispensed 
with the services of Prof. Greiner, who had 
had charge of the gymnasium for ten years, 
for personal reasons, and they have since 
made the new instructor’s path anything 
but a flowery one. The gymnasium, which 
had been formerly thronged with students, 
became but little patronized, and now it is 
said the young. women are going to boycott 
him and will get an instructor of their own. 

William A. Hamilton, an alumnus of the 
university and a member of the joint ath- 
letic committee, said last night he hoped to 


see the students act on President Rogers’ 


suggestion and appoint a committee to con- 
fer with the trustees, as he said athletics at 
the university could never be a success till 
the students had a permanent coach. Mr. 
Hamilton looked incredulous when he heard 
of Dr. Rogers’ statement of his efforts to 
secure a gymnasium instructor who would 
also be a coach. Last spring.“ he said. I 
knew of a young man, a college graduate, 
who was a fine gymnasium instructor and 
who was an expert in football, baseball, and 
track athleties and whom we could have se- 
cured for but $200 more than we pay Prof. 
Miller. I brought the matter before the 
Athletic committee and a committée of three 
was appointed to confer with President 
Rogers. But nothing came of it. If Presi- 
* Rogers or. the trustees were unwilling 

pay the extra $200 it could have been in- 
stantly raised outside.’’

This is, how- 
ever, a fallacy, for a ton of ordinary soft coal 
has been found by actual etperiment to go 
as far as a ton and a half of corn. 

Corn makes a good, clean fire, and a great 
deal of it is burned by farmers, because it is 
handy and clean and they prefer to burn it 
rather than cart it to town and then haul the 
coal back. The time will probably never 
come even if worn continues to fall in value 
when it will be used for fuel generally. It is

His qualifi- 
cations and educational abilities were shown 
to be of high order. He had practiced his 
profession with success before — | at- 
tached to the hospital The ens ers 
soon dismissed Druggist Vanderpool to wres- 
tle with a written examination in an adjoin- 
ing room, 
H. M. Stem, the assistant druggist, a grad- 
uate of the Philadelphia School of Pharmacy, 
acquitted himself as well as his suverior did, 
and sat down to his written ezamination with 
a smile. 

The women nurses made an excellent show. 
ing. Mre. Margaret Bell and Miss Lizzie 
Hyde went through with flying colors. Each 
had had considerable previow: nursing er- 
perience, 

Frank McMahon was the first examined 
after the noon adjournment. He had been 


appointed May 1 last after two previous ex- 


periences at Dunning. He claimed he was 
laid off at Dunni 
of expenses. McMahon said he had had two 
years’ experience in dealing with insane cases, 
His main idea in dealing with violent patients 
was “*tojolly them up.“ He illustrated on 
Secretary Northam his method of dealing 
with a violent patient and admitted finally 
that experience was the only instruction he 
had received. 

J. J. Gilteman was the star candidate. Not 
only had he been receiving officer at the 
bridewell for eight years, but he was a regu- 
larly qualified physician.

436 MILES IN 407 MINUTES.

Leaves New York at 5;40 a. m. and 
Reaches East Buffalo at 12:34, Going 
at an Average of 64 1-3 Miles an Hour 
~Practical Train of Heavy Cars Used 
in Making the Experimental Run 
Fart of the Trip Made at Rate of Near- 
ly Two Miles a Minute. 

Buffalo, N. T., Sept. 11.—{Special.]—The 


New York Central’s record-breaking train 
arrived at Hast Buffalo at 12:24:57 today, 


or 6 hours and 47 minutes, an average of 
64 1-3 miles an hour. The fastest time of the 
trip was made between Rochester and Buffa- 


lo. Engineer Charles Hogan, who used to 


run the Empire State Express, took control 
at Syracuse, when the train was behind its 
schedule. From Crittenden to Looneyville 
is 4.79 miles, and this was covered in exactly 
three minutes, an average of a mile in 38 
seconds. The run from Batavia to Grimes- 
ville, 25.41 miles, was covered in 22 minutes. 

Engineer Hogan said tonight under favor- 
able conditions he thought the trip from New 
York to Buffalo could be made at an aver- 
age speed of seventy-five miles ah hour, 
Today's train was a heavy one to make ree- 
ords with, and the whole run was made 
against a strong headwind. He had made 
faster time between Rochester and Buffalo 
with the Empire State Express than he made 
today. If he had meen running the Empire 
and it was behind time he would haye 
brought it in faster, as he repeatedly aver- 
aged ninety miles an hour with that train. 
He doubted if the Central would permit an 
experimental train to be run to make an av- 
erage of seventy-five miles an hour. 

The Central did not make this trial with 
light coaches, because it did not want to

Wulle nothing positive was discovered in 
the search for illicit water pipes at the 
Yards yesterday, discoveries made late in 
day led Assistant Supt. Porter to hope some 
startling finds may be made today. Late 
yesterday afternoon the laborers unearthed a 
tangle of pipes in Justine street which com- | 
pletely bewildered Foreman Billy Martin. 
Two pipes ran directly. towards Swift & Co,’s 
butterine factory and another towards a 
slaughtering house owned by the same firm. 
No attempt was made to trace these ee 
night, but the task will be undertaken y. 
Residents in Ashland avenue and the streets 
lying to the west of the Stock-Yards yester- 
day asserted that the water pressure in their |, 
dwellings has grown stronger since the hunt 
for illicit pipes was commenced, In this dis- 
trict water on the upper floors of houses has 
hitherto been a luxury. During the last two 
weeks, and in particular during the last ae 
days, there has been a sufficient pressure in 
water above the first floors, In a number of 
instances residents in the vicinity have fur- 


nished Assistant Superintendent Porter with 
a as to the location of unlawful water

and covered by several railroad tracks. Coh- 
sequently the work of tracing the water main 
was slow and difficult. After several holes 
had been dug without anything being discav- 
ered Assistant Foreman Gahan divided his 
gang of twenty workmen into two 
bodies set one at work excavat- 
ing in Exchange avenue. Nothing was 
found there during the day, but late in 
the afternoon the men at work in Justine 
street found a network of pipes directly in 
front of the butterine factory engine house.

N 1 addition to the six-inch main another of 
same size was found. This was ap- 
parently made of wrought iron, and Gahan 
decided it was part of the private fire plug 
circuit of the Stock-Yards. These two pipes 
were crossed by two others, one of which con- 
nected with the fire circuit pipe. On one side 
they ran directiy toward the butterine factory, 
and on the other toward the slaughtering 
house, 

Mr. Porter made several experiments in 
turning on and off the valvesin the hope of 
getting some idea what these pipes supplied 
with water. Nothing was ascertuined, and he 
postponed further examination until today.
